To the s»»emlngly Invinolhle 
fame of the nnta'aten giant son of t'ommamlo and 
rastorella Is also aserihed the meager opjMisIllon 
that will faee him, it being the smallest tleld nu- 
merieally that has ever starteil for this coveted 
prize. 

It is the eonsensns of opinion of all classes of 
horsemen that, barring aceldeuts. .Tames U. Keene’s 
wonderful two-year-old lainnot la* laiaten and that 
victory for the ‘’wlilte, Idite spots,” is more than 
ever assured by the presence of a formidable .sec- 
oinl siring in Uestigonche.

Tlie tlioiisands who will flia-k 
to Hie track will applaud Hie winner as eiiHiiisiasI leally as if lie had won doiilde the $24,(110 that will Ik* 
his share of the stakes. It will bt> suttii-leiit for them that another Futurity lias lK*en run and they liave 
enj-tyed Hie ideasiire of viewing its running and gre<*ting Hie winner wltli noisy ncelaini. The Futurity 
lia; generally U’cii won liy liorses Is'longiiig to rich men. hut in its first running a |MH»r man was raised to 
aftlnence when FnaTor Knott won for Sam Bryant, and in ItKNl Itilly Lakeland’s EleetioiuK'r also won it 
for a giKHi man who n<*eded Hie iiemey. The second Futurity fell to William L. Scolf’s Chaos nnd .Mr. 
S.'ott was a millionaire s«veral litnes ovei. The senior August Belmont’s Fotomac won next. David Hld- 
eon’s His Highness followed Fotomac nnd it has fallen to (Hdeon to enjoy a greater measure of success 
in leaping Futurity honors that has rewarded the aspirations of any other owner, his The Huttertiles and 
iteqiiital having w«ae in addition to His Highness, iln the ownership of the latter two Jolin Daly was ids 

lartner. A iHMir man’s liors<* was again lirst when the mighty Morello won for Frank Van Ness In 1.S!12. 

In the next year .Tames U. Keene won Ids lirst Futurity when IKunitio carried I.IO iiounds to victory. 
Cliaeornac won it again for liim in l.'«l!), so that if he wins it again tiMla.v his record in connection with 

Hie race will eipial that of David (Hdeon. Mr. Keene is a very wealthy man. In IstMl .Marcus Daly came 

out of the west and won with Ogden. Mr. Daly could have dropiK*d some millions in the street and not 
nave Iw-eti aware of liaving lost something. Then the Tlionipson Hndhers, I,. S. amt W. 1’., tieirs to the 
inillioiis of David D. WlHiers, won with L’.Monette. The Canadians liad tlieir only triumph when Marti- 
mas won in l.SilS. .Mr. Hendrie died recently, leaving a great estate. William C. Whitney won with 
BallyliiMi Hev in 1!M)0, Jolm E. Maddeti witli Yankee in I'.Hll, .Tolm A. Drake witli Savalde in 1!)02, Svdnev 
Faget with Hamburg Belle in lIKlit, II. H. Ditryea with Artful iti F.ml, and W. O’H. MacDottough with 
(irmondale in FkiT.. All of these nieti without exiv|>tion were of the mllliotiiiire or more class. The record 
of the Futurity to date is ns follows:

Flags Many Improvements — Conference with 
Belmont’s Personal Representative — Goid- 
proof Wins Woodlawn Handicap. f 



New York, August .’$0. — AVitli an unexpectedly 
large attend:ince, the Empire f’ity (’lull’s meeting 
at the Yonkers track closed this nfteriUMin. Finan- 
cially it was a lug success. The |>rotits of the club 
nre variously estimated ift from $100,000 to $l.'iO.- 
000 liy Hie more con.servallvc, and liy some otliera 
at from $1.V).<H)0 to $2(M).000. .Tames Butler, the 
owner of the track, said that the meeting in every 
res|M“Ct exceeded hi.s expectations. Beyond the 
stateiniuit that tlie pr<*tits and mui’h more W'Uild 
Ik* sp<*nt in improvements he was non-eouimittal as 
to the future. However, there appears to have 
lieen a turn in his favor and for a iieacefiil atti- 
tude on the part of the .TiK-key Club. Richard 
Burke, the personal representative of .August Bel- 
mont, the chairman of the .lockey Club, was early 
at the track tmlay and held a long conference with 
.Mr, Butler and Manager Winn. .Mr. Burke de- 
clined to Ik* quoted as to wliat transidred at the 
conference, but he left the reporters who at- 
tempted to interview him under the Impression 
that .Mr. ITehiiont would no longer oppose the Em- 
pire City track, providing it cimies under the abso- 
lute rule of the .Tockey Club. 

Barring th<* few liiKtunees of suspicious riding 
nnd a couiilo or three times wherein certain horses 
li.nl Hie apiieurance of not tieing well meant, the 
racing was satisfactory. The chief troiilde was a 
scarcity of horses. The secretar.v had no ea.sy task 
tiecaiise of this, particularly in the handicaps. 

'I'he iMKikmakers say that the lK*ttlng was entirely 
to their liking. It was steady and in most in- 
stances consistent and there were no sensatitmal 
plunges. 

The feature of the racing tmlay was the Wood- 
lawn Handicap, won by (ioldprisif after a closely 
contested race with Cloistere.ss, Old Honesty, Quad- 
rille, CoIIiMiuy and others. Running Account, ."i* 
furlongs in 1:0(»3 was the best performance from a 
time standpoint at that distance during the meet- 
ing. II. K. Vingiit advanced him to $1.."00 from an 
entered price of $800 and secured him. 

.Tockey Hrillith has severed his connection with 
T. F. Ila.ves and will in future ride for .T. R. 
AVainwright. whose horses will lie shliiped tonight 
to Montreal. 

.Many westerners will remain over to see the 
Futurity. 

A special horse train will leave here next week 
for Lexington, Ky. 

.Many more itersons were Interviewed by the 
stewards relative to the piMir riding of jm-key L. 
\\ illianis. The races being proli«*d into are those 
of Light W(M>1, Carthage and Lillie Turner. These 
were beaten on each occasion when AVilllanis had 
the mount.

He will iiave to pre- 
pare the program for the Louisville meeting and 
wants to take a needed rest.

JOCKEYS’ UNION GETS A BLACK EYE. 

Merry-go- Round Officials Suspend Eight— 
The New Orleans Farce. 

Last Wednesday, .aeeordlng to the nceonnt of the 
New Orleans Pleaynin*, was an eventful day at 
Hie Louisiana Racing and Driving Club's lialf-inile 
merr.v-go-ronnd. Eight of the leaders in Hie JiH-k- 
eys’ Protective Cnion were suspended and ordered 
off the grounds and before Hie day was done one 
negro valet and a white sympatlilzer were shown 
to the gates. This Is the Pleayniie’s version of 
what li.appened: 

“The expected clash between the jockeys and 
judges eamo before races, the ottleials taking a linn 
stand and indellnitely snspeiidliig tbe following 
riders: ‘Windy’ Ross, D. Hall, Lindsey, Harris, 

Dalmetee, Bayliss, Fogg, Golden and J. (Speck) 
Dale, president of tbe newly organized Jockeys’ 
Proteetiv** Cnion. 

“Tlie ollicials of the track declined to treat with 
tbe '11111011,' and Hie Hilrty-tive jiskeys and stable 
iHiys who still remain in giMsl standing ami working 
order at Hie track, are keeping tpiict on the mutter 
of a general strike, so Hiat racing bids fair to eon- 
Hnne nndistnrlK-d by Hie recent nniileasantness. 
Ross, Hall and Hie oHiers were sus|iended for dis- 
res|«'ot to tbe judges and ugly lieliavior when they 
were lieing weighed in. They were leaders in tbe 
endeavor to have a petition granted whereby they 
could weigh in and ride at ten pounds aliove or 
lielow Hie scale at any lime, and are a heav.v s<‘t 
of fellows who were greatly dlsideascd when the 
ollicials steadily refused lo grant their iiiiusnal 
demand. I’hc other part of the petition relating 
to more eerlain methods of paynient for rid!n.g 
was readily granted by Hie officials. 

"Tlie format ion of the union followed the lining 
and siis|>eiisions of jockeys Hall and Ross and the 
lining of jis-key Fogg on Tuesday. The utmost 
wereey was observed and nearly every rider at the 
track gathered at tbe aceiistoim-d liunnt on .Mystery 
street, near the Fair tirounds. ()Hie<>rs were elected 
and residntioiis inissed. The racing officials got 
wind of Hie doings and dts-ided to make a eleuii 
sweep of the most trouhlesuiue of the unionists, 



ladling the lemonade nut to the select few men- 
tioned when they reiMirted La: work yesterday. 
.IiK'key Carter denied having lieen elected seeretar.v 
of the ‘union,’ and Is still in gisal standing, 

“Fore*- had to la- employed to oust «ail.v one 
of the valets uttendiiig the j<a-ke.vs suspended. 
'I'lils was a big negro seoiit niinistering to jia-key 
Lindsey’s needs and Ids ejection from Hie jia-keys’ 
quarters over Hie {laddiH'k eaiiie .shortly after Hie 
Hrst raee and eaus*‘d some exeiteinent. 3'lie riders 
placed under Hie luiii had gathered their boloiigiiigs 
quietly and departed la“fore the races bad vyell 
started, but Lindsey’s negro came liaek to Hie 
ipiarters, sUpikmI by Hie d«a>rki*«-|u‘r and up Hie 
stairs where Hie laiys wlio Iiad not la-en sns|a-iided 
and refn,s«*d to strike, are kept during the riiees. 
Tlie aged doorkeeper saw Hie negro bad bis badge 
and not iiiiHI Frank Kenner, in eliarge of policing 
the track, beard that Hie negro was atteiiipHiig to 
biilldozi* Hie little fellows remaining In tbe loft, 
was any olijis-tloii made to his preseiiee. 

“Ki'iiner iiiiinediately entered the ipiarters and the 
lilaek man was told to hike. Being somewhat slow 
and very abusive of Hie jix-keys who broke faith 
with till* ‘union.’ tbe negro was deprivisl of bis 
l>adge and belpi'd alon.g with kicks and enffs until 
be broke Hiroiigb the puddoi'k where Hie talent were 
taking notes on the (smies aliont to start and got 
out of the iiielosnre In ipiick time. Kenner Is a
